within a specified time, we may, for good cause shown and in our
discretion, order the period of time enlarged, if written request
is made before the expiration of the period originally prescribed.

HECO filed its written request for an extension of time
(from October 31, 2002 to December 31, 2002) to submit its first
annual evaluation report of its 2™ IRP and Action Plans on
September 27, 2002. In its letter, dated and filed on
September 27, 2002, HECO represents that it “is working on the
annual evaluation, however, HECO requires more time to complete its
analyses as it incorporates its August 2002 Long-Term Sales and
Peak Forecast, which was approved by HECO’s IRP Steering Committee
on September 18, 2002.” HECO also represents that the Consumer
Advocate, the DOD and GASCO do not oppose 1its request for
extension.

In light of the above, we find good cause to approve
HECO's request for extension. Accordingly, we conclude that HECO's
request for an extension of time (from October 31, 2002 to
December 31, 2002) to submit its first annual evaluation report of

its 2™ IRP and Action Plans should be approved.
